Group I: claims 1-11. 2S36 and 48-51 » directed to a holding device for cells comprising an array of spaced picoliter wells, further wherein 
the holder may be translucent. 

Group II: claims 12 and 13, directed to a method of forming a template for a picoliter well array. 

Group III: claims 14-24 and 37-47, directed to a method of forming a cell holding device having an array of picoliter wells. 

The Inventions listed as Groups I - III do riot relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 
13.2. they lack the same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The special technical feature of the Group I claims is a holding device for cells comprtslr^g an array of spaced pk;oHter wells. The special 
technical feature of the Group II claims is a method of forming a template for a picoliter well array. These special technical feature of the 
Group III claims is a method of forming a ceH holding device having an array of picoliter wells. 

The only common technical element shared by the above groups Is that they are related to an array of wells having picoliter volume. This 
common technical element does not represent an Improvement over the prior art of US 2004/0219074 A1 lo Childers et al. (see para 
[0015], 100281) Therefore, the inventions of Groups Ull lack unity of invention under PCT Rule 13 because they do not share a same or 
corresponding special technical feature. 
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
